Another Meeting of the Friends oi the 
Widoir« f and Orphans® Home at Ma- 
sonic Temple East Night. 

An adjourned meeting cf the moss meeting of 
Masons, held some time ago, assembled in the 
small hill 01 Masonic Temi le la-t evening, to 
hear reports rrom the various ward comm’ttees 
appointed to solicit subscriptions to aid In the 
erection of the Home lor th<* widows and oipbans 
of deceased Masons.

They all reported One piomlses 
and fine prospacts for after the 1st of January, 
however, and thought that iheu they could col- 
lect handsome and liberal centrum lon« from 
persons who, though enthusiastic but moneyless 
now, would ne flush and free-handed then. 

Prof. Gee. A. Chase, who was appointed at the 
uievious meeting to devise a plan foreilcUing the 
aid o' the children of Masons lit the woik, sub- 
mitted the following paper: 

Mil Chaiumax: The committee appointed at 
the last meeting of the Trlends of toe Masonic 
Widows’ aud Orphaus’ Home ami intlrmary, aud 
Instructed to report at this meetiny a plan for se- 
curing contributions lrum the ebilureu of Ma- 
-oos and others lor this noble charily, bugs leave 
to report that he has had the subject uuder con- 
sideration and to present the following sugges- 
tions: 

1. That a suitable person be appointed by the 
director? of the Masonic Widow s’ aud orphans’ 
H me and Infirmary to organize, with ihcir ap- 
proval. a Juvenile Masonic Orphans’ Home So- 
ciety, the obj.ct of w hich -hail be to lnteiest the 
wives, children, widows and relatlv. s of Masons 
in securing by collection- made by them the 
completion and furulshtug of a echool too u for 
orpLaus resident lu the Ma-oi.lc Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Home ana Intlrmary. 

2. That the same person, wno shall hi known 
as the President ot tne toiieiy named ubove, 
shall bedliecied to visit CY'erv Misontc lodge In 
the cite, and propose to the members thereoi the 
plan of securing the sympathy ami efions of their 
w ives and children in bi half of me Ma-onle 
Widows’, and Orphans’ Home and Infiiinar.v by 
organizing under tl e patronage of the l'dge 
an Orphans’ Home t-eClets, auxiliary to the one 
named aoove, ana tr suctj a plan should meet thetr 
approval to arrange w ith ihera fur a meeting of 
the members, their wives aud children, at their 
re-peetive lodge rooms for the purpose of organ- 
izing such a society. 

That said person, appointed as above, shall be 
requested to attend .-ucb meetings when beM, 
set lorth the otdect In vie w. and i ncouiage and 
assl-t the formation ot said auxiliary s cletles. 

3. That the officers of these associations stall 
be Masons, or their wives children, widow- or 
relatives. That bv them, when ekdeo, and an 
organization -hail have been efioetej, collectors 
shall oe appointed and their name? ml resi- 
liences leglstered, who .-hall l»c furnt-hed with 
properly print.-d cords Tor the jurpose of en- 
rolling the names of such ot their Iriends ana 
acquaintances as will consent to contribute a • u . 
wt-eklv, or otherwise, however small, to aid the 
nonle cnarity in hand. That a weekly lueetL.g 
of each auxiliary soekly be held, for the rec p- 
tl»n of the amount raised by ib • collectors, and 
for instruction and encouragement lu regaidto 
i be work undertaken. 

For the oiganlza.ion of said auxiliaries a few 
simple rules snail d»* furnished by the i resldi nt 
of lhe parent society. 

4. T at as early a- practicable after the forma- 
t on and action ot the auxiliary societies, a gen- 
eral meeting of the member- of the ,-auie sh ill 
be held ai the small hall ot the Ma-onle Temple, 
or some other suitable place, to receive tb>* re- 
ports of the various t-ooletle- and io hold consul- 
tation for the best Interests ot the eno rprlse. 

Tuat the exercises of such general meetings 
consist of ador s.-es by the Piesluent a no per- 
sons invited by hire, selected reading, declama- 
tion-, ela ogues, and oriental compos.tions by 
the nieinhf-rs M the varlou- soclett s. the whole 
to be tntei spersed with vocal at d Instrumental 
mu-lc; and that a box collection in raised among 
the visitor- who may be present. 

That these meetings be hel l monthly there- 
afier, and that the receipts at eacu meeting be 
paid over to the Treasurer of the MusodIc 
W idows’ and Orphans’ Home and Intlrmary ana 
by him inverted to ihe uest advintage to the 
credit of the Juvenile Masonic Oj phaus’ Home 
SocletT. 

5. That a faithful record l.e kept bi tae Treas- 
urers or the auxiliary sncletns of ihe names 0' 
all the collectors and the amounts raised bv each 
one, and the names oi all c lldren who mav suc- 
ceed In collectluc ten dollars or more shall oe 
enrolled to a rtgi-ter provided foi the puipose, 
which shall be permanently rr served tor the 
Inspection of visitors to the Institution. That 
the names of all children tvho mav succeea in 
collecting one hundred dollars or more shall be 
» ngraved upon a marble tablet, to be permanent- 
ly attached to the wall? of the orphans’ school- 
room. 

6. That auxiliary societies mav be formed In 
the same way as above, under the patronage of 
any lodge In the State of Kentucky.

New York, Dec. 28. — On Monday morning 
there were rumors of irregularities in the 
affairs of the Merchants’ Exchange National 
Bank, 257 Broadway, aud yesterday these 
reports were verified by the discovery of a 
deficit iu the accounts of the cashier of tbe 
bank, Mr. E. J, Oakley, amonnting to up- 
ward of one hundred and filty thousand 
dollars. Mr. Oakley has been connected with 
the institution for twenty-four years, and has 
always had t *e confidence and esteem of the 
directors and officials, bis character being 
considered beyond reproach. He first com- 
menced employing the bank funds to his 
own use some four years ago, and by means of 
false entries succeeded in obtaining, unsus- 
pected, the large amount mentioned above. 
Suspicion that all was not right was first ex- 
cited ou the 23d of the present month, when 
some curious entries and irregularities were 
discovered in the cashier’s books. Mr. Oak- 
ley’s confusion and inability to satisfactorily 
explain these figures, led to an investigation, 
aud a committee of the directors was appointed 
to go through the books. Mr. Oakley is not 
under arrest, having volunteered to assist the 
bank officials in clearing up matters, aud it is 
said that he has property of different kinds 
that will go far towards making up the loss. 
In aiiy event, the bank will have a surplus of 
$100,000. and the business will be carried on 
as usual.

Mr. Oakley, on being questioned as to what 
he had done with the money, stated that he 
had been interested with his brother, Corne- 
lius Oakley, a depositor apd regular customer 
of the Bauk, in tobacco speculations, and bad, 
on several occasions, advanced him large 
sums of. money.
